THE UONSX1TUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 


There is to be an important amendment 


to thoi state constitution voted upon at 
tho coming election, and the people 
should consider its bearing upon the bi- 
ennial sessions amendment which, has al- 
ready been adopted. 
After tho people 


had voted to amend tho constitution 
making biennial sessions of tho legisla- 
ture-, they still found that another amend- 
ment was necessary, that of 
for biennial elections. 
The voters will 


boar in mind that under tho present con- 
stitutional provisions there are elected 
in Wisconsin, m oven-numbered years, 
members of congress, members of the leg- 
islature, and, in most of tho coiinties, 
county oflieers. 
In the odd-numbered 


years, now that we have biennial sessions, 
state ollicors and, in some oE tho coun- 
ties, county officers are elected. 
The 


amendment, which is to be voted upon 
at the election in November, provides 
that hereafter tho elections ot all state 
and county officers, except judicial offi- 
cers, shall take place in the oven-num- 
bered years and at the same time as tho 
congressional elections. 


It will bo seen Dy referring to tho elec- 


tion amendment that the terras of the 
present stata officers will bo extended to 
the first Monday 
in January, 1835 


and should this amendment be adopted, 
tho next general election wil! take place 
in the fall of 1SS1. 
Oa and after that 


time the election of state officers, mem- 
bers of congress, members of the legisla- 
ture, and county officers will take place 
at the same election. 


After tho adoption of the biennial ses- 


sions amendment, it was found necessary 
to adopt bieumal elostious also, so that 
the state officers and tho legislature could 
bo voted for at the same time. This, it is 
argued by som'o will insure better gov- 
ernment, as the newly elected governor 
and legislature will come into office at 
the same time, and be able to co-operate 
from the beginning of an administration. 


It is not known yet whether the bien- 


nial sessions will be a sucsess so far as 
economy is concerned. 
The goveiaor 


can, if lie thinks best, call an extra ses- 
sion every oven-numbered year, and the 
legislature will go on and do business 
just tho same as if there were annual ses- 
sions. But it is not to be presumed 
that the governors will do this unless ex. 
tra sessions are really necessary. 
It is 


hoped that the system of biennial ses- 
sions will be thoroughly tried, and it they 
prove bad, tho people, whose judgment is 
seldom amiss, will quickly demand u 
change.

All the same, 


a she bear with her cubs may be dan- 
gerous. 1 will give three instances that 
I can vouch for: 


Forty years ago "Jim Steele." with a 


record of seven panthers, twenty-one bears, 
and 1,300 deer, resided at the mouth of 
"-Vsopli Kun." 
ITo sent his son, as;ed 


fourteen, ui> the creek for the eows one 
evening. The boy panic back frightened 
and crying, saying that 
a big bear 


had chased nnd nearly caught him. 
Old Jim was disgusted at the boy's 
cowardice. 
Leaving 
his 
rifle 
he 


went back with tho boy, and at the 
mouth of the Kennedy Run the bov com- 
menced to say, "It was just herc,'r when 
an immense bear jumped from under a 
bank, reared on her hind legs, and, show- 
ing all the teeth she had, growling, snarl- 
ing and threatening, made at the party. 
Old Jim took it in at once. "Jump on 
my back," he yelled to tho youngster, 
which the boy did at once; and yelling, 
and backing and flourishing aknit'e, all 
the weapon he hud, old Jim and the boy 
got away. Then they saw the mother 
boar cross tho "rifile" on tho creek and 
scatter up the mountain side, to be seen 
no more of men forever. 


Thirty-two years ago "Harry Ellis," 


born and bred on Pine Creek, guided a 
party to the huckleberry hills of the 
Barrens. 
While prospecting for the best 


berrying grounds he was suddenly con- 
fronted by an immense bear, which arose 
from behind a large fallen trunk, and, 
roaring on her hind logs, made directly 
at him, roaring, grunting, snarling and 
showing her best array of tooth. Harry 
seized and flourished a pino knot, whoop- 
ing and yelling at the top of his voice, as 
he ran backward at the best pace for a 
few rods only, when the bear turned and 
tiuickly conveyed her two cubs out of 
danger. 


On the same range of hills I once went 


buckle-berrying with Farmer T., his wife 
and daughter, ou invitation. 
Our rig 


was a two-horse farm wagon packed with 
inverted tubs and buckets. 
Distance to 


the ground, twenty-one miles. Bv dint 
of starting at three a. m., 'and abusing 
the horses to unwonted speed, we were oil 
the ground at eleven a. m., among berries 
so plenty that the ground was absolutely 
hidden. It was a short job to pick a 
bushel of berries on such ground; but I 
had been there before, and I thought I 
knew of a place, about throe-quarters of 
mile westward, where the berries were 
equally plenty, but larger. 80 I took a 
largo tin pail and started. Half way to 
the ground there is a gulch to be crossed, 
and this gulch was badly blocked with 
fallen timber. When near the bottom I 
halted to select tho best routs for getting 
by or over .some fallen trees that lay in 
my path, when a very large, dingy-look- 
ing, "brown-nosed" bear sprang on a 
pino, sprang oA"again directly at me, got 
on her hind legs, and began to play the 
usual gamp of scare—showing all her 
teeth, making the savage, roaring, bark- 
ing, growling noise common to "enraged 
bears. On the instant I commenced' a 
lively retrograde 
movement. Once I 


caught my heels and tumbled over back- 
ward, but got lip suddenly. It was a, 
Chinese fight. Growling, snarling, teeth 
and claws on one side; whooping, yelling 
and pounding 
tinware on the other. 


Nobody hurt. Bear badly scared. As 
for myself, I wasn't scared a bit! As for 
the bear, it goes without saying that, 
when she had played mo oft' a few rods, 
she got down on n'll fours and took her- 
»elf out with her cubs for all she waa 
worth.—Forest and Stream. 


How School Globes are Made. 


Terrestrial nnd celestial globes were 


more thought of a few years ago as an 
educational agency than they are to-day. 
In the old-fashioned times it was re- 
garded as "an accomplishment" to know 


the use of the globes," and no young 


lady's education was supposed to be 
complete without such an attainment. 
Nowadays the_.sub.jee.t has dropped out of, 


souooi prospectuses, 
xec re gooci many 


ylobc'3 arc still mauo. and it may interest 
some of our readers to kno\v how such 
things are-constructed. 


The ordinary school globe seems like 


a perfect and uniform production, as an 
cge, without external joints, balanced as 
to gravitation, stnooth, glossy, perfect. 
It may have been a puzzle to many who 
have poured over a globe in search of in- 
formation, to understand of what it was 
composed and how it was made. To fill 
all the items of this information would 
require a long article, but an idea of the 
composition and making of globes can be 
given in a few sentences. A globe is, in 
reality, two hemispheres of paper. The 
paper is thick, porous, and resembles im- 
pressed .straw board. To form the hem- 
ispheres a circular disc of this thick yel- 
low paper is cut into gores, just as one 
might take the peel from half an orange 
and cut half a dozen annular pieces from 
it, and then press the edges together until 
they met. Ihis is what is done in the 
globe manufactory; 
but the goring ia 


done in a cutting press by dies, BO the 
work is not only quickly done, but done 
with great exactness. This exactness is 
HO minute that when these gored discs 
are placed under a Homi-globular press, 
with the best glue on their edges, they 
come out perfect half-spheres. 
Two of 


these are connected by glue on the edges, 
after being strung on a wire that even- 
tually forms, at its two ends, the north 
and south polea. 


The globe, thus formed and left to dry, 


is in about as unfinished a state as thii 
now habitable ono was before dinothe- 
rium,andichtheosauru8, and pterodactyl, 
and all the host of extinct monsters put 
in an appearance, and the human race 
frightened itself with the high-sounding 
Greek names. The embryo globe is a 
dirty-looking ball of dried papsr. 
It ia 


rasped down with abrasive materials and 
painted over with a hard finish that 
gives 
it 
a 
surface 
like 
glass. 


Of 
course 
thorough 
drying 
is 


necessary 
between the 
manipulating 


processes. 
An after polish prepares the 


globe for its instructive surface. This is 
a map of the world in twelve sections, of 
si lozenze form, or, to bo more familiar, 
just what the sections of the peel of an 
orange would be if cut into twelve pieces 
from stem to bud. Tho sections are 
printed on very thin but very tough pa- 
per, and a narrow margin is loft on the 
border,. afterwards pared by scissors. 
The placing of theseon thcglobe is hand- 
work entirely, and ia done by women, 
whose delicacy o£ touch and carefulness 
of handling appear to be specially adapt- 
ed to such " puttering" work. Tho op- 
erator takes one of these ! 'gores" in tho 
lingers of the right hand, glues the globe 
with a brush held in the left, then care- 
fully beginning at ono pole, follows a 
parallel of longitude up to and over the 
equator to the north pole, rubbing, as her 
fingers go, the edges of the paper to their 
place, and gradually "working down" 
the paper over its entire surface with an 
ivory spatula or folder. This portion of 
the work is an exemplification of the 
marvelous nicety of tho human 
touch, 


for much of this work is determined by 
feeling. The operator's fingers precede 
and follow the ivory spatula or folder, 
coaxing "fullnesses" and compelling 
"scantiness," and doing all so carefully 
that in the joinings of the twelve sections, 
each with its two edges, and all of them 
on curvatures, there is not the displace- 
ment of a fine line of a single meridian, 
the shading of an ialet, nor the outlino 
of a coast misplaced nor disturbed. This 
work ia not like tho transfer work on 
porcelain that so much delights tho mod- 
urn rosthetic eye, with occasional breaks 
whero the mandarin's umbrella is sepa- 
rated as though he had used it as a joint- 
ed rod in fishing, and the fan of tho ob- 
lique-eyed girl appears to have become a 
.Chinese paper butterfly, and to have left 
tho handle for 'an oirial flight. 
The 


hand work on the school globe requires 
very careful manipulation, and every 
globo is a work of conscientious en- 
deavor. 


But beyond this work of covering the 


globe,inost of the construction is machine 
work and operative's labor. 
The equa- 


tors and meridiaual circles are cast from 
metal, marked by machinery, and all tho 
metallic work is that which can be seen 
in any well-ordered machine shop. 
But 


the perfect result is as nearly accurate as 
any finished product of human effort.— 
English Paper.

Cost of Scotch Shootiug-Grounds. 


An "intending offerer" must decide 


first on the rent ne proposes to pay; next 
what kinds of game he wants to shoot; 
whether he desires to fish, and if so, 
salmon or trout, or both- then as to the 
accommodation he will require at the 
lodge. 
Rents vary from £100 to £5,000. 


Small places will aflbrd plenty of amuse- 
ment, and, even if the uae is not largo 
there are the pleasures and benefit of an 
entire change of air, scene, and mode of 
life. But nothing can be gotten under 
£400 if plenty of sport is desired; and to 
tho rental must be added the wages of 
keepers and collies. If both deer and 
grouse are necessary, a rental of at 
least £1,000 pounds will have to be paid. 
Black Mound Forest, in Argyleshire, 
which is leased by Lord Dudley from 
Lord Breadalbanc, extends over 80,000 
acres, and tillbrds every description of 
shooting and excellent loch fishing. 
It 


is oflcrcd at £3,000 pounds. 
Balmacaan, 


Lord Scaliold's forest, in Inverness-shire, 
has been let to Sir Henry Allsopp (who 
rented Black Mount 
last season) at 


£3,GOO. It extends over 28,000 acres. 
Moy (Sir John Ramsden's), ou the shore 
of Loch Laggan, is let at £400, with 
5,000 ivcres of moor, last year's bag being 
about 180 brace of grouse; but the lodge 
hero is exceptionally good, and the lish- 
ing is capital. 
Lord Middleton's forest 


of Applecross, in Ross-shire, which ex- 
tends over nearly 50,000 acres, is let at 
£2.500. Tho six great sporting counties 
of Scotland contain over 8,000,000 acres 
of aliooting 
ground. 
The 
shooting 


rentals of Inverness and Perth are each 
larger than was paid for the whole coun- 
try at the commencement of the present 
century. 
Sir John Ramsden receives 


nearly £6,000 pounds for his Badeuoch 
shootings, retaining the great forest of 
Adverihie in his own hands. 
Sir G. 


Macphcrson-Grant receives £5,800 for 
three forests in the same district, and 
Lord Seatield's rental exceeds £12,000. 
The principal shootings in Forfar belong 
to Lords Dulhousle and Airlte; the sport- 
ing rental of the former exceeds 0,000 
pounds, and lie keeps a large extent of 
the ground in his own hands. Perhaps 
the iinest "all around" sport in the coun- 
try is obtained in the island of Arran, 
which belongs to the Duke of Hamilton, 
and is a vast game preserve. 
Shootings 


are usually let for four months, from the 
middle of July, but sport on the grouse 
moor ceases, us a rule, early in Septem- 
ber, and, although the season lasts till 
.December 10, it is rarely that a lodge is 
inhabited after the beginning of Octo- 
ber. 


The prospects of the grouse harvest 


seem to be tolerably favorable in most 
districts, and almost ovary where there are 
excellent accounts of the deer.
